ABSTRACT ^ 

Designed for individualized instruction, this unit 
contains objectives , materials needed, an^ assignments/for teaching 
about the future on the secondary level. The unit. is designed to take 
different formats and directions andvis applicable to any subject 
area. Objectives arjid assignments are both listed in brief numerical 
order. Some of the 17 objectives are that students will discuss 
techniques for forecasting the future, generate a scenario for the 
future, discuss diversified types' of information systems, and show 
concern for the study of the future. Included in the 21 assignments 
are generating definitions of the future discussing how the year 
2000 will differ from the present, simulating "School of the Future," 
reading future-oriented books and periodicals, jriewing films and 
videotapes, and joining the World Future Society. Student worksheets, 
a checklist for monitoring student progress, suggestions for followup 
activities, and a 'self -appraisal report are provided. (KC)

NON- FORMAL BASIC DESIGN 



Non-formal' basic design is an approach to* individualizing instruction 
that is teacher made. ' It can take many different formats and directions. 
It stipulates work to be done and how it will be evaluated. Learners know 
from the outset that they must work at certain specified topics; that they 
must xomplete the work within time 1 imits; .that work must reach a certain 
level of quality before it is accepted. Learners can pace themselves in 

meeting completion deadlines. -
